Toulon, France, Nov. 20.— T h e tor­ 
pedo schoolshlp Algeciras, stationed In 
I his harbor, was totally destroyed by 
fire 
at a late 
hour in the 
evening. 
Th ere were SOO men on board when 
tho lire broke out, but it Is believed 
that m ost of them were saved. 
The 
burning 
of 
th e 
schoolshlp 
created the greatest alarm throughout 
the city. 
News of the fire was first 
conveyed at about l l o’clock by the 
firing of a cannon in the harbor. 
The 
people hurriedly 
left the 
cafes and 
the a te rs 
and 
rushed 
to the 
docks, 
whence they could see the Algeclras, 
a m ass of dames in the harbor. 
The 
burning vessel stood out brilliantly in 
the encircling darkness, and the glare 
of tho flames lit up the other shipping 
and the coast and wharves. 
T h ere was terrible anxiety concern­ 
ing the fate of the 500 m en on board 
until tho authorities announced th a t 
everybody had been taken oil in boats 
and saved, with the exception of three. 
These men 
did not an sw er 
th e roll 
call, and 
lf Is presumed 
they wero 
burned to death. 
The entire garrison here was called 
out to render assistance and the crews 
of the various warships of this division 
hurriedly launched their boats to go 
to 1he rescue of their 
com rades who 
we’ e ( ' n board the Algeclras for pur­ 
pose.1 cf 
instruction. 
T ugboats and 
fireboats, cr w d l as several steam ers 
lying In port, slipped 
their anchors 
and likewise went out to help. 
Organized efforts were m ade to put 
the fire out., but 
In vain, the flames 
pread q u ick ly to all parts of the ship 
and she was blazing 
from stem to 
stern almost before the men had time 
to leave her. 


Safeguarded Other Ships, 


As soon as the men had been taken 
off the flaming vessel tho efforts of 
the authorities were directed to safe- 
gaarding the other ships anchored in 
the vicinity of the Algeclras, includ­ 
ing the new' battleship Pa trie and the 
torpedo gunboat La Hire. 
T hese two 
warships 
were towed 
to places 
of 
safety. 
The authorities came rapidly to the 
conclusion 
that 
the Algeclras 
was 
doomed and she was left to burn h e r­ 
self out. 
The discipline m aintained on hoard 
the 
Algeciras 
was 
< xcellent. 
Tho 
small 
boats of 
the Algeciras 
wero 
launched, filled with m en and rowed 
away, while those who could not leave 
in this m a n n e r ,awaited the arrival Af 
their rescuers. 
A 
few of 
the men, 
however, were forced by the flames to 
jum p 
overboard. 
Six torpedoes 
on 
hoard the schoolship exploded while 
the mon w'ore leaving the vessel. 
T h ere was much fear during the fire 
that 
a torpedo 
magazine on 


This would account for the sudden 
breaking 
out of the flames 
at p ra c ­ 
tically tho sa m e time on different parts 
of the ship. 
There is some 
uncertainty as to 
w hether the three missing men were 
really burned or not. 
It is reported

deck and when ordered to Jump into 
the w ater they replied they could not 
swim.

"Zion is a theocracy.

for life, and that through him God se­ 
lects his successor.” 
Members of the church arose and 
protested. 
Animated

liva took an active part. 
"I will not admit,” declared Voliva. 
"that I .arn overseer by virtue of d e c 
finn. nor will I admit that there is an­ 
other in Zion who could fill my place. 
Every hand raised against me will go

in destruction 
an d no 
petty 
coterie 
of jealous plotters 
can oust 
me.” 
Then he threatened 
to reorganize 
the church, saying that he would rath­ 
er do it now than six m onths hence. 
He announced that he would give his 
followers until next Sunday to accept 
the clause in question.

Year. 
Chicago, Nov. 26.---Eleven dead and 
164 severely injured is the record in 
this country of tile football season of 
1906, according to the resum e of the 
seaso n ’s 
accidents in the 
Tribune. 
These figures are compared with tho 
casualties 
of 1905, when 
18 players 
were killed and 159 severely injured, 
and, according to tin* Tribune, shows 
th at "debrutalized” 
football 
lins ac­ 
complished In a large degree th e ob­ 
ject aimed at in rendering the gam e 
less dangerous to life and limb. 
The 
decrease in casualties 
is especially 
m arked am ong high school players. 
In the season of 1905, l l high school 
players were killed and 47 Injured. In 
the season just closed 7 were killed 
and 25 were badly hurt. 
All 
the college 
and high 
school 
games this year were played 
under 
the new rules drawn up after the close 
of last season to satisfy the agitation 


for less dangerous football aroused by 
tile long list of casualties in the sea­ 
son of 1905. 
The 
value of the 
new 
rules is shown in th e record of the big 
college 
games. 
This 
year not 
duo 
fatality has 
occurred In the 
gam es 
played by tho larger 
American col­ 
leges. 
T h e T ribune carries interviews with 
n n um ber of college 
presidents ami 
coaches East and West In which tho 
opinion is generally 
expressed that 
tile new rules have achieved the elimi­ 
nation of much of the brutality and 
danger to lift 
anti limb t fiat c h arac­ 
terized the game In former years, and 
that above all else 
it has m ade tho 
gam e safer for high school boys.

Buchit in Jail Here 


The following telegram appeared in 
several of th e Northwestern newspapers 
S atu rd ay : 
Walker, Minn , Nov.23. 
Win. Buchit, 
the homesteader who shot and killed 
Louis F ling at Lake Emily, Cass c o u n ­ 
ty, a week or more ago, mistaking him 
for a deer, has been indicted for m an ­ 
slaughter by the grand jury of Cass 
county, now in session at Walker. 
T he in d ictm en t of Buchit is of special 
interest at time, as it is ono the first 
cases of punishm ent for the careless 
h u n ter u nder the new law making man- 
shooting while hunting manslaughter. 
T h e shooting of Fling apparently was 
a pure accident, a?- the two men were 
on friendly terms, and there had never 
been trouble between them at any time 
th a t has come to light. 
B u ch it was 
hunting in the woods surrounding Lake 
Emily, and Fling, who was in tho e m ­ 
ploy of the Cross Lake L um b er corn 
pany, was wending his way thro ug h the 
woods. 
Suddenly Buchit heard a noise 
and saw a moving object. His gun came 
to his shoulder and he tired. 
The mov­ 
ing object was Fling, and he fell pierced 
th rough the heart. 
It i-i understood th a t Buchit will be 
tried at th e c o n in g term of court.

will seek release on bail, which 
it is 
said will furnished by friends of both 
men. 
So far as can be learned here there is 
no foundation for the telegram, no one 
here having 
received 
any news of 
B u c h i t e indictment.
